Provided that the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, if satisfied that such mar¬ 
riage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the 
other party to the marriage and that there 
are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that it is necessary or ex¬ 
pedient so to do, it may, by order; for reasons to 
be recorded in writing and in consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation of age limit and other 
concessions required to be provided for the Sche¬ 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, the Ex-ser¬ 
vicemen and other special categories of persons 
in accordance with the orders issued by the Cent- 
tral Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 323.—The following draft of the Cocoa 
Beans Grading and Marking Rules, 1994 which the 
Central Government proposes to make in exercise 
of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Agri¬ 
cultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 
(1 of 1937), is hereby published as required by the 
said section for the informotion of all persons likely 


to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given 
that the said draft rules will be taken into consi¬ 
deration on or after the expiry of forty-five days 
from the date on which the copies of the Gazette 
of India containing this notification are made avail¬ 
able to the public;

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Directorate of Marketing and Inspection, Central 
Government Offices New Building, Neighbourhood 
4, Faridabad'121001 (Haryana) who shall in turn 
forward those for consideration of the Central 
Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title, application and commencement.— 

(1) These rules may be called the cocoa Beans 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall apply to cocoa Beans (Theo- 
broma Cocoa L.) produced in India. 

(3) They shall come into force from the 
date of their final publication in the Official Gaz¬ 
ette, 

2. Definitions :—In these rules, unless, the con¬ 
text otherwise requires:— 

(1) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to 
the Government of India; 

(2) “Authorised packer” means a person or a 

body of persons who has been granted 
Certificate of authorisation to grade and 
mark cocoa beans in accordance with the 
grade standards and procedure under 
these rules; 

(3) “A Certificate of authorisation” meMs a 
certificate issued under the provisions of 
the General Grading and Marking Rules, 
1988 authorising a person or body of 
persons to grade and mark cocoa beans 
with the grade designation marks; 

(4) "Schedule” means a Schedule annexed to 
these rules. 

3. Grade designations.—The grade designations 
to indicate the quality of cocoa beans shall be as 
laid down in column (1) of the ScheduIe-II. 

4. Definition of quality.—The quality indicated 
by the grade dasignations shall be as laid down 
against each grade dasignation in columns (2) to 
(7) of the Schedule-II. 

5. Grade designation marks.—The grade desig¬ 
nation mark shall consist of, 

(i) a label specifying name of commodity, 

grade designation and hearing a design 
of an outline map of India with the 

word "AGMARK” and the figure of 

nsing sun with the words “produce of 
Jfcdia” and Re¬ 

sembling the one as laid down in the 
Schedule-I (a), or 

(ii) “Agmark replica” of a design incorpora¬ 

ting the number of certificate of authori¬ 
sation, the word “AGMARK”, name 
of the commodity, grade designation, re-

Provided that use of Agmark replica in lieu of 
Agmark labels shall, subject to the con¬ 
ditions prescribed under the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, be 
allowed only to such authorised packers 
who have been granted necessary per¬ 
mission, by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser or an officer who is duly autho¬ 
rised by him in this regard. 

6. Method of packing .—(1) Cocoa beans shall 
be packed in clean, sound and new bags [cartons | 
pouches with lining material or in such other pack¬ 
ages as may be approved by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser, from time to time. 

(2) Bags and liners shall be made of only 
such materials which shall not contaminate human 
food. 

(3) Each package shall be securely closed in 
the manner specfied by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser. 

(4) Each package shall contain Cocoa bean 
of one grade only. 

7; Method of Marking.—(1) The grade desig¬ 
nation .mark shall be securely affixed or printed on 
each package in the manner approved by the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Adviser. 

(2) Following particulars shall also be clearly 
marked on the label or on the package,— 

(a) Name and address of the packer; 

(b) Date of packing; 

(c) Place of packing; 

(d) year of harvest; 

(e) Net weight. 

(3) The ink used for marking shall be of such 
quality which does not contaminate the produce, or 
food. 

(4) The authorised packer may, after obtain¬ 
ing prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser or any other officer duly authorised by him 
in this regard, mark his private trade mark on the 
package, provided that the private trade mark does 
not represent a quality or grade of cocoa beans 
different from that indicated by the grade designa¬ 
tion on the package. 

8. Special conditions for grant of Certificate of 
Authorisation—In addition to the general cond¬ 
itions specified in sub-rule (8) of rule 3 of the 
General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, the 
following shall be the additional conditions for 
grant of certificate of authorisation for grading, and 
marking of Cocoa beans under these rules,, naqje-. 
ly:— 

(1) The premises for processing and packing 
shall be maintained in perfect hygienic' 
and sanitary conditions.

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title;—These rules may be called the 
Cocoa Powder Grading and Marking Rules, 1995. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requires,— 

(a) "Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means 

the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the 
Government of India; 

(b) "Authorised Packer” means a person or a 

body of persons who has been granted a 
certificate of authorisation to grade and 
mark the Cocoa Powder in accordance 
with the grade standards and procedure 
prescribed under these rules; 
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fc) "Certilicate of autharisation" means a cer¬ 
tificate issued under the General Grading 
and marking Rules, 1988 authorising a 
person or a body of persons to grade and 
mark Cocoa Powder with the grade 
designation marks; 

(d) "General Grading and Marking Rules” 

means tlie General Grading and Marking 
Rules, 1988 made under Section 3 of the 
Agricultural Procedure (Grading and 
Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937); 

(e) “Grade designation Mark” means the 
Agmark label referred to in sub-rule (1) 
of rule 5 or the Agmark replies referred 
to in sub-rule (2) of rule 5 of these rules 
as the case may be; 

(f) “Schedule” means a Schedule annexed to 

these rules. 

3. Grade designations.—The grade designations 
to indicate the quality of Coca Powder shall be as 
specified in column 1 of the Schedule-IJ. 

4. Definition of quality;—The quality indicated 
by the grade designations shall be specified in 
columns 2 to 8 of the Schedule-Il. 

5. Grade designation Marks:—(1) The grade 
designation mark shall consist of the Agmark label 
as specified in the Schedule-I (a) and shall contain 
the name of tlie commodity, grade designation and 
a design consisting of an outhne map of India with 
the word “AGMARK” and a figure of rising sun 
with the words ‘Produce of India’ and 

(2) Nolwitlistanding anything contaned tn sub- 
rule (1), the Agriultural Marketuig Adviser or any 
officer duly authorised by him in this behalf, subject 
to the conditions specified in sub-rule (4) of rule 10 
of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, 
may permit any authorised packer to use Agmark 
replica as specified in the Schedu]e-I(b) consisting 
of a design incorporating the number of certificate 
of authorisation, the word Agmark, name of the 
commodity and grade designation. 

6. Method of Packing;—(1) Coca Powder shall 
be packed in clean, sound and suitably lined tin 
containers or glass bottels or pouches made of lami- 
nated[extrusionedlmetalised|raulti]ayer food grade 
plastic materials, 

(2) The containers shall be free from insect 
infection, funds contamination, deleterious sub¬ 
stances or any uadesirableiobnoxious smell; 

(3) Each package shall contain coca powder 
of one grade designation only; 

(4; Each package .shall be scciuely closed and 
scaled airtight; 


(5) Suitable number of small packages con¬ 
taining coca powder of tlie same grade designation 
and from the same lot, may be packed in a master 
container, 

7. Method of Marking :—(i) The grade desig¬ 
nation mark shall be securely affixed to or printedi 
stencilled on each packagelcontainer; 

(2) In addition to tlie grade designation mark, 
the following particulars shall also be clearly and 
indelibly marked on each container 

(a) Place of Packing; 

(b) Date of Packing; 

(c) LotjBatch Number; 

(d) Net Weight; 

(e) Name and address of the authorised 
packer. 

(3) The autliorised packer may, witli prior 
approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or 
an officer duly authorised by hhn in this regard, 
mark his private trade mark on the containers pro¬ 
vided that the private trade marks do not represent 
quality or grade of cocoa powder different from that 
indicated by the grade designation mark affixed to 
the container in accordance with these rules. 

8. Special conditions for grant of certificate of 
authorisation Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in sub-rule (8) of rule-3 of the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, following shall 
be the additional conditions for graTit of certificate 
of authorisation for grading and marking of cocoa 
powder under these rules, namely :—

(i) An additional fee of Rs. 500 shall be 
charged if the surveyor or radio ins¬ 
pector or. other officer is releasal 
from duty' before 8.00 P.M. and 

(iil Alt-additional fee of Rs. 600 shall be 
charged if the surveyor or radio ins¬ 
pector or other officer is detained 
later than 8.00 P.M. 

(d) Wlrere the owner, his agent or master 
has asked for inspection between the 
hours of 9.00 A.M. and 6.00 P.M. but 
the official arrangements have not allow¬ 
ed of the work being done between 
those hours, no additional fee shall be 
chargeable. 

In every case falling under clause (a) or 
clause (b) or clouse (c), the owner, his agent 
or master shall give information in writing to the 
Principal Officer, stating the hours during which 
the surveyor, radio inspector or other officer was 
in attendance.
